Presiding Judge Vilmos Olthys said earlier a verdict could not be 
expected before Monday In the treason case of the 56-year-old Primate 
of 7 000 000 Hungarian Catholics. But the sensational trial which began 
only’ three days ago was moving sw iftly.to a conclusion. 
Prosecutor Gyula Elapi said the Hungarian people demanded the re­ 
moval of Cardlftal Mindszenty as one of “the last rem nants of reaction."

The New York stock market, the barometer that predicted the 1929 
collapse, took its soundest beating in many months, with 61 stocks selling 
at the lowest price in more than a year.

No Lobby For Consumers 
In the ding-dong battle between the butter and 
oleo lobbies ov er the color issue, the consumer is a 
helpless bystander. But he has his opinion. 
In the first place, he would like to remind both 
sides that he can read labels. 
He does not need to 
be protected against oleo any more than he needs 
to be protected against butter. All he asks is that he 
should be protected against fraud and misrepresenta­ 
tion in both cases. 
In the second place, he does not believ e that any 
business interest should claim a monopoly on any 
color. Yellow does not belong to the butter interests. 
It doesn’t belong to the oleo interests. 
If it can be 
said to belong to anybody, it belongs to the people 
themselv es. The fact is that some butter is colored 
yellow to make it leak better. Some oleo had to be 
bleached to keep it from being yellow—so what? 
In the third place, there are farmers who eat oleo 
too, so this isn't just a fight between fanners and 
city slickers 
It's a fight to decide whether anyone 
has the right to impost unreasonable restrictions on 
another man’3 enterprise. 
And it’s a fight to decide 
whether consumers of oleo hav e to go on forev er be­ 
ing the goats in a campaign to keep the oleo industry 
under a handicap. The industry has risen abov e the 
handicap. 
It is doing ali right. 
So's the dairy in­ 
dustry, 
AH that consumers want is the priv ilege of 
getting rid of the. nuisance of coloring oleo if they 
happen to like it that way. 
They don’t believ e the 
dairy lobby has any right to impose on them any 
longer. 


Opinion Swings Both Ways

There was a time in this country when business in­ 
ter sta cculd get Just about anything they wanted 
from congress and the state legislatures. 
They stretched their luck. 
Thay took ev erything 
they were entitled to, then reached for mere 
They 
recognized no limits that could not be enforced by 
law—and they fought all laws which sought to re­ 
strain them. 
It's a historic fact that these excesses gay? the 
business interests a black eye in public opinion. They 
started the pendulum swinging In a rev erse arc. Not 
only were flagrant abusers of po*?r punished but 
innocent business Interests. 
The politicians saw 
their chance to make v otes by leading the hue and 
cry: 
They capitalized disgruntled public opinion. 
Finally, they fabricated the New Deal. 
The New Deal found congress and most state leg­ 
islatures willing to giv e the critics of business just 
about anything they wanted 
They took ev erything 
that Yas offered and demandrd more, needless to 
say. They are still demanding. And it will be mir­ 
aculous If they don’t stretch their luck and start a 
new swing of the pendulum. 
Unionists, most aggressiv e of the demanders, show 
no more inclination to be moderate than the most im­ 
moderate of the monopolists who abused their power 
after the civ il war. They will be subject to the same 
swing of public opinion as their predecessors, if they 
lj?ep it up 
The instinct of the American people in 
politics is to curb abuses of power. That is the way 
a representativ e democracy stabilizes itself.

Tills condition is known 
as dlv erticulosls. When inflamma­ 
tion of these div erticula dev elops, 
the disorder is called fliv erticulitis. 
The condition may come on sud­ 
denly. The symptoms in such cases 
con; i t cf sickness at the stomach, 
v omiting, and pain in the abdomen 
tnurh like that cf appendicitis, in 
nest irstances, howev er, the pain i 
« on the left side. Now and then i 
¡t may be cn the right side. 
Liquid Diet 
The treatm ent of 
div erticulitis 
consists of rest, the giv ing of drugs 
which relax muscle spasm, and a ‘ 
liquid diet. Sometimes penicillin or 
the sulfonamide prepax ations may ; 
be helpful 
in reliev ing the symp­ 
toms-. 
A definite diagncs's may be made 
by X-ray examinaticn of the bowel 
which shows ths 
presence 
of the 
div erticula. 
In the majority of cases, div erti­ 
culitis will subside 
with 
medical 
treatm ent. It Is generally inadv isa­ 
ble to carry out the X-ray exam!na- 1 
tlon until the acute symptoms hav e j 
beared up.

Surgery Neorosary 
Occasionally, complications of the ! 
div erticulitis 
may 
dev elop w hich' 
may make surgerv necessary. For 
rxamj: le, one of the div erticula may 
rupture cr break open. This occur« | 
in only a few cases. Now and then 
blocking of the opening through the 
bowel may result because of in -| 
ilammaticn or « welling of the tts- 
mes. The use of a liquid diet and 
emcv al of the contents of thestom - 
| ifh and bcwel may often be enough 
to reliev e the obstruction. U this is j 
not successful, operation is neces- j 
sary. 
Some cases of div erticulits may 
continue with mild sv mptoms ev er a 
J long period of time. In such "a.ses 
I .here mav be an increasing likeli- 
j hood cf blocking of the Intestines j 
because of scar formation and per-
